POots concerned about 
airfield opening hours

PILOTS have said they are 
concerned that an airfield’s 
opening hours are restrict¬ 
ing visitors and businesses. 

St Athan Airfield, home to a 1.8 
kilometre runway and the South 
Wales Aviation Museum, is meant 
to be open seven days a week. 

However, the airfield, whieh is 
on Cardiff s doorstep, has only 
been open from Monday to Friday 
since April last year when the 
Welsh Government took it over 
from the military. It published an 
Airfield Strategie Plan when it 
took over St Athan Airfield which 
said it would “maximise oppor¬ 
tunities” to make it a “centre of 
excellence”.

is contracted by the Welsh 
Government to run the airfield, 
ineluding providing air traffie 
eontrol, says it ean only staff the 
airfield on weekdays due to “lim¬ 
ited resourees”. 

St Athan Pilots and Owners 
Group (SAPOG) said: “We can¬ 
not begin to encourage visitors to 
discover St Athan if the airfield is 
closed. 

“Weekends are when recrea¬ 
tional aviation happens, but the air¬ 
field ceased opening on weekends 
12 months ago in direet eontra- 
dietion of the strategie plan which 
boasts as one of its’ achievements 
that ‘close eooperation between the 
Welsh Government, the new air¬ 
field management contractor Serco 
Ltd and the Ministry of Defence 
has enabled the St Athan airfield 
to open seven days a week, mak- 
ing a major improvement to 
the marketability 
of the Aerospace 
Business Park.’” 

SAPOG said 
it feels it has had 
“economie con¬ 
sequences” and 
caused “redueed 
safety levels” 
as pilot skills 
are “perishable” 
and need regular 
practice. 

A spokesman 
from Serco said: 


“As is well reeognised in the fly¬ 
ing eommunity, there is a national 
shortage of Air Traflie Controllers. 
Against this background, it was 
evident that the airfield eould not 
operate seven days a week so a 
contingency plan was put in place 
which meant a five day operation. 

“There has been an offer to pilots 
to operate from Cardiff airport, but 
this has only been partially taken 
up even though the offer was made 
last summer.” 

Meanwhile, a spokesman from 
the Welsh Government said it is 
eommitted to growing the airfield, 
and emphases the shortage of air 
traffic control officers. 

The spokesman said: “We 
have established Bro Tathan as a 
business park and it is delivering 
significant benefits for St Athan, 
the Vale of Glamorgan and Wales. 

“There is a national shortage 
of air traffie control officers in 
almost all areas of aviation, whieh 
is having an impact on Bro Tathan. 
There are three in training at Bro 
Tathan, ready for endorsement by 
the Civil Aviation Authority. 

“A eontingeney plan is in place 
for the airfield to operate five days 
a week to safeguard aireraft move¬ 
ments. The aim is move to seven 
days a week as soon as staffing 
levels allow. 

“We are eommitted to growing 
the airfield and providing mod¬ 
em facilities for business, air and

Welcome return for 
endangered species 

A t a recent wildlife conservation talk by 
David Bavin members and supporters of 
Barry Action for Nature were told of the 
work being carried out to support the return of 
the pine marten to Welsh forests. 

Pine martens were native to Wales but due to 
extensive perseeution by gamekeepers and farmers 
during the 19th and 20th eenturies, they beeame 
extinct. There are now plans to encourage their 
return to Welsh forests. 

Ironically, the return of pine martens into their 
former range may prove a godsend for another 
struggling native mammal. New research shows that 
red squirrels are able to recolonise in their wake. The 
story of the retreat of red squirrels in the face of the 
advance of North American greys, introduced to the 
UK just over a century ago, is a familiar one. 

But recent research shows that red squirrels are 
able to avoid predation by pine martens by finding 
refuge at the end of thinner canopy branches, where 
the heavier greys are unable to take advantage. 

Alas, their return to Wales will take many dec¬ 
ades, but bringing back a greater balance to our 
woodlands can only be welcomed.

Defibrillator 
training - even a 
child can do it 

URING half term, we attended CPR and 
Defibrillator Training in Llantwit, 

My two children, Macie (8) and Sofia (6), 
really enjoyed the course and learnt a lot about how 
to save a life. 

The trainers from St John Ambulance were fabu¬ 
lous with my children and explained everything to 
them in a way they could understand. They even 
had Macie as a helper to demonstrate to a room full 
of adults how simple it is to use a defibrillator. We 
learned what to do in an emergency, how to do CPR 
and how to use a defibrillator. 

Last year, a man died in front of me at a charity 
event. He was the same age as my dad and was out 
having a great evening with his wife. Within a split 
second, he had a cardiac arrest and died on the floor. 
It was horrendous and I felt helpless not knowing 
exactly what to do. 

Would you know what to do if one of your loved 
ones had a cardiac or respiratory arrest? Would you 
know the difference? Would you know how to use 
a defibrillator? 

This is a free course and it could save someone’s 
life.

Kerb issue is not a 
new one 

I was pleased to see in last week’s Gem a letter 
from Karl-James Langford relating to the 
lack of dropped kerbs in the Vale of Glamor¬ 
gan, and the problems for wheelchair users. 

This is not a new problem; I have contacted the 
Vale Council many times over this issue. In one 
case, it took nearly three years to get a dropped kerb 
installed on Severn Avenue, but there are many more 
that need to be constructed. 

As kerbs seem to be getting higher than the ones 
of years gone by, the problem seems to be getting 
worse, not better. 

Most power wheelchairs will struggle to climb a 
kerb of more than 70mm without endangering the 
occupant, and as these chairs can weigh over 150kg 
plus the occupant, trying to lift a chair is not really 
feasible. 

Another problem is that many drivers will 
park across dropped kerbs as they are not always 
adequately marked; this is another matter I have 
raised with the council, but the usual reply is ‘we 
haven’t got the finances’.

‘Pupils subjected to 
indoctrination’ 

P ARENTS’ rights to withdraw their chil¬ 
dren from school religious classes is long 
established. 

Yet the Welsh Government proposes to scrap 
the right to withdraw just at the time when they are 


inserting contentious RSE (Relationships and Sex 
Education) into the primary curriculum. 

Parents polled by large majority to retain the right 
to withdraw, even when mixed with other questions 
in the second consultation last November, called 
‘Access to the Full Curriculum’, and 60% polled to 
retain it. 

It’s not difficult to spot the hidden agenda. The 
Welsh Government documents on the curriculum 
use Stonewall’s term ‘LGBTQI+’, which ignores the 
independent L or LGB organisations. 

They ignore too women’s organisations such as 
FairPlayForWomen, WomansPlaceUK and Trans- 
gendertrend. 

Stonewall’s ideology as promoted in books for 
ages 4-8 is that children might be ‘bom in the wrong 
body’ and can choose to be boy or girl. Stonewall 
would encourage children onto the fashionable trans 
pathway, when they are quite immature, pre-puberty. 

It’s not just outrageous that the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment would bring this into primary schools, still less 
make it compulsory. The state must provide educa¬ 
tion in an ‘objective, critical, and pluralistic manner’ 
and is prohibited in the Education Act (1996) from 
engaging in ‘indoctrination’. 

We humanists have come out strongly because 
their proposals transgress the freedom of religion or 
belief. Welsh Humanists say the proposed new law 
seriously risks exposing pupils to unlawful indoc¬ 
trination and issued a legal opinion from Prof Mal¬ 
colm Evans of Bristol University in support of that. 

We don’t yet know for certain what the Welsh 
Government will put in the curriculum, but as the 
Birmingham school fracas showed, parental rights to 
withdraw are an essential ‘safety valve’.

To whom it may 
concern 

W E are writing to First Group Cymru in 
our capacity as county borough coun¬ 
cillors for the three council wards pri¬ 
marily served by bus routes 68 and 69, out of 
Bridgend bus station. 

We have recently been made aware of the pro¬ 
posed cut in services to the 69 Cefn Glas Circular 
bus on Saturday afternoons, a long-standing service 
which is a vital network that allows people to move 
freely and safely around our community while con¬ 
necting us to our town. Many residents have con- 
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tacted us telling us of their deep concern. Some have 
said they will have to rearrange their finish times at 
work so that they would be able to catch the train 
from Cardiff or Swansea and arrive in Bridgend in 
enough time to catch the last service. 

Although 69 covers a similar route to 68, we are 
aware that some people use the 69 because it goes 
closer to their home which, for many elderly or 
disabled residents, is vital for them and the cut could 
lead to social isolation and other issues. 

When both the frequency and the convenience of 
a bus service are reduced, this leads to a downward 
spiral in usage which has the consequence of even 
less patronage, and can therefore be a self-defeating 
policy. 

We therefore ask you to consider, instead of cut¬ 
ting the service, to maintain it and market it more 
effectively. 

We never see any publicity for the service, and 
there appears to be little or no attempt to broaden the 
market beyond those who have concessionary travel 
cards. Where are the adverts reminding people that 
this is a fast, regular, reliable and frequent service, 
which is good for the environment and avoids town 
centre parking charges? We are told by our constitu¬ 
ents that your prices are too high. 

We appreciate that you issue rover-type day 
tickets, but these are not routinely offered by drivers 
nor advertised on or in the buses. If two or more 
people are travelling together, a taxi often becomes 
more competitive. 

Where are your Oyster-type cards with discounts 
for regular users? \\^ere are your off-peak offers? 
Where is your innovation? \\^at about an all day 
ticket that allows a passenger to hop on and hop off 
around the two circular routes over a 24 hour period? 
Where are your ‘two travel together’ offers? We are 
sure there are many other ideas that could be tried, 
to imaginatively develop the market rather than use 
the easy resort of cuts. 

Looking ahead, we suggest that the 68/69 servi¬ 
ces would be excellent routes along which to use 
electric buses. We should be developing the market 
for these services ready for innovation of this sort. 
Public transportation offers a level of freedom and 
independence that many may not get every day and 
to take their service away would rob some people of 
their independence. 

With the Welsh Assembly announcing a Climate 
Emergency last year, it is paramount that investment 
is made into public transport to offer a genuine 
alternative to the car. This cut would force more 
people to use the car, which would be detrimental to 
our environment in the long run. 

We hope you understand our concerns and will 
be open to finding an amicable solution to this most 
pressing problem. 

We ask you to cancel your proposed imminent 
service reduction for Route 69 and instead put some 
energy into boosting demand rather than cutting 
supply.

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Family stranded 
on virus-hit ship are 
set to return home

A FAMILY from Bridgend were trapped 
onboard a coronavirus-hit cruise ship for 
five days off the coast of California, it has 
been revealed. 

Beverley Davies, her husband Geoffrey and 
son Stephen Evans were left stuck on the Grand 
Princess after 21 people onboard tested positive for 
the deadly virus. 

Passengers on the cruise liner started disembark¬ 
ing this week after being held off the coast of San 
Francisco for days. 

The 140 Brits on the ship boarded a UK-bound 
plane on Tuesday and were expected to land at 
Birmingham Airport yesterday evening. 

They will be taken back to their homes and 
required to self-isolate for 14 days. 

Nineteen crew members and two passengers on 
the Grand Princess tested positive for Covid-19. 

The vessel, carrying 3.500 people from 54 coun¬ 
ties, docked in the Californian city of Oakland on 
Tuesday this week. 

A couple from Aberdare, Rhondda Cynon Taf, 
were also on board the cruise liner. 

Authorities were alerted to the Grand Princess 


when a previous passenger died last week after 
contracting coronavirus. 

The 71-year-old, who had an underlying health 
condition, had been on a trip to Mexico from San 
Francisco last month. 

News of the passengers’ return home came as 
Wales’ chief medical officer revealed 15 people in 
the country had tested positive for coronavirus as of 
yesterday morning. 

Dr Frank Atherton said seven of the patients 
were tested following contact tracing in connection 
with a Neath Port Talbot resident, whose diagnosis 
was confirmed at the weekend. 

Of those, one is a resident of the Cardiff area, 
another is from the Swansea area and the other five 
are all from Neath Port Talbot. 

The other two patients have recently returned 
together from northern Italy, and are residents in the 
Carmarthenshire area. 

The Wales Specialist Virology Centre is at 
the heart of the operation to detect the disease in 
samples provided by the Welsh public who are 
suspected of having novel coronavirus. 

The centre, based at University Hospital of 
Wales, Cardiff, is dealing with on average 50 
samples a day sent from around the country, but 
those working around the clock in its laboratories 
are bracing themselves for a further increase as the 
virus continues to spread across the UK. 


Council tax bills 

THE Vale Council has agreed a Council 
Tax increase of 4.9% following a meeting 
last week. 

This is the same rise as last year and is likely to 
see council tax in the Vale remain well below the 
average for other Welsh Focal Authorities. 

A range of options were being considered, all 
of which were subject to consultation as part of the 
Council’s budget-setting process. 

The options included greater increases, which 
would have brought Council Tax in the Valein line 
with the Welsh average. 

However, a better than expected financial settle¬ 
ment from Welsh Government has helped ease the 
pressure on certain vital services. 

The budget will now make it possible to invest in 
these vital and essential public services: 

• Schools will receive an extra £6 million in the 
coming year, with £115 million identified during the 
next two years to build new schools and renovate 
existing ones. 

• £1.7 million is to be spent on road resurfacing to 
improve the Vale’s highway network. 

• £400,000 will be invested into the area of 
Neighbourhood Services and Transport. 

• £135,000 has been pledged to deliver school 
transport - avoiding the need to scale back current 
provision. 

• £1.25 million will be put towards future projects 
aimed at tackling climate change. 

• On top of that, nearly £250,000 is earmarked for 
electric vehicles to be added to the Council’s pool

car fleet. 

Despite this investment, these remain testing 
times for councils across Wales and tough decisions 
will still need to be taken following 10 years of 
austerity. 

Clh Neil Moore, Deader of the Vale Council, said: 
“We have listened to residents when it comes to 
setting Council Tax for the next financial year. Three 
times the average number of people responded to 
our recent consultation on this matter. The majority 
recognised the substantial pressures on Council 
services and indicated they would prefer an increase 
in Council Tax of 4.9% rather than greater increases. 

“What we have been able to deliver is exactly that 
increase, but without the need to cut many services. 
On top of that, our budget for the next 12 months 
includes plans for significant investment in schools, 
which will mean better facilities and improved learn¬ 
ing environments for our children, as well as money 
to be spent on infrastructure throughout the County. 

“This has been made possible through prudent 
financial management, but also because of an 
increase in funding from Welsh Government. 

“However, it is important to stress that even 
though this encouraging news about funding is most 
welcome, it does not mean all financial challenges 
have been overcome. We will still have some 
difficult issues to address brought about by the dec¬ 
ade-long underfunding of councils across Wales. We 
will attempt to be creative in meeting this challenge, 
aiming to improve efficiency by reshaping services 
and avoiding cuts wherever possible.” 


School governors respond to 
Y Bont Faen plans - ^no need 
for two English-medium schools’ 


THE recent announcement by the Vale 
Council of a change of plan for primary 
schools in Cowbridge has led to a respnse 
from the chair of governors at Y Bont 
Faen Prmary School. 

Under the new plan, the school will stay in its 
present location, rather than moving to a new 
site in the grounds of Cowbridge Comprehensive 
School. However, a 210-place primary school will 
still be built in the comprehensive school grounds. 

Here is the response of the 
school governors to the plan: 

WHILST I welcome the announcement 
not to close Y Bont Faen Primary School, 
I still do not understand the reasoning 
behind the Vale Council’s latest pro¬ 
posal for English medium education in 
Cowbridge. 

The report to cabinet states that they have taken 
into consideration the responses received to the 
original consultation. Over two thirds of respond¬ 
ents were against the original plans. Numerous 
reasons for rejecting the original proposal were 
clearly made. 

However, it is apparent from this latest proposal 
that many of these reasons have been ignored. 
Instead, the report to cabinet has been put together 
in an attempt, yet again, to drive through “an 
agenda”. 

Cowbridge does not need or want two English 
medium primary schools. The new proposal fails to 
deal with the extra/duplicate costs associated with 
running two English medium primary schools in 
Cowbridge. 

Traffic issues associated with the proposed 
Cowbridge Comprehensive site, as pointed out in 


the original consultation responses, aren’t signifi¬ 
cantly changed by this new proposal. 

As reported previously, we are fortunate in 
Cowbridge to have two very good primary schools 
serving both Welsh and English medium education. 

Both schools require substantial investment to 
bring them up to 21st Century “fit for purpose” 
standards. 

The Vale Council, in the original consultation, 
acknowledged that Y Bont Faen has backlog main¬ 
tenance costs of over £537,100. However, under 
the latest proposal, concerns about the state of the 
current school building will be addressed “at a later 
stage.” (Cllr. Fis Burnett, March 3, VOGC press 
release). 

This is not acceptable. 

Especially as the Vale Council has allowed the 
school building to fall into disrepair and now seems 
quite content to allow it to continue, whilst it spends 
£5m building a new school that isn’t required yet. 

The Vale Council appears to be willing to fund 
this new school whatever the cost. The new proposal 
allows only single form entry from 2022, meaning 
that the new school will not be at capacity for at 
least eight years. 

The estimated operating costs for the new school 
in its first year is approximately £276,000, with 
only 25 pupils in reception. By comparison, the 
outstanding refurbishment costs of Y Bont Faen 
could be paid for with two years of the running costs 
for the new school. It is clear from the aims of the 
21st Century Schools programme, that by putting 
forward this new preferred option, the Vale Council 
is “shirking” its responsibility to come up with a 
workable proposal to provide 21st Century School 
facilities, educational resources and benefits to all 
primary school children in Cowbridge.

Man’s noisy cockerels 
land him in court 


A MAN has been fined after his cockerels 
were crowing daily from 4am, disturbing 
neighbours. 

Malcolm Hughes, from Nantymoel, was ordered 
to pay £1,210 by magistrates after pleading guilty 
to breaching an abatement notice. 

He was first served with the noise abate¬ 
ment notice in May 2019 following a 
long-standing complaint from nearby residents. 

However, the complaints continued and when 
enforcement officers visited to undertake a 


noise survey in July, the cockerels crowed 
every few seconds between 4.40am and 5.10am. 

A further visit by officers in October saw the 
cockerels crow 13 times between 6.15am and 
6.20am - and a further 104 times between 6.45am 
and 7.20am, with each crow lasting a few seconds. 

Mr Hughes (60), pleaded guilty on February 27 
at Cardiff Magistrates Court to breaching the noise 
abatement notice and was fined £600 by magis¬ 
trates, and ordered to pay £300 legal costs, £250 
investigation costs and a £60 victim surcharge.

THE Vale of Glamorgan Council is 
offering small retail businesses financial 
support through the Non-Domestic High 
Street and Retail Rates Relief scheme. 

More than £1.2 million was paid out across the 
county under the programme last year and that 
figure looks set to rise even further during 2020/21. 

Under the initiative, businesses that sell goods 
from a premises direct to the public with a rateable 
value of less than £50,000 are entitled to a discount 
of up to £2,500 on their yearly business rates. 

Such a discount will apply to the likes of pubs, 
cafes and shops, while those qualifying businesses 
with a rates bill of less than £2,500 will pay nothing 
at all. 

Rate bills sent to businesses will have the relief 


automatically included, while any who believe they 
are entitled to a discount and not had it applied can 
contact the Council to ask for an amendment. 

The Council administers the scheme, with fund¬ 
ing from Welsh Government. 

Clh Lis Burnett, Vale Council Cabinet Member 
for Regeneration and Education, said: “We are 
committed to supporting local businesses in the 
Vale and this is a very practical example of this 
assistance. Small retailers will receive a discount 
of up to £2,500 on their business rates, while some 
will pay nothing at all. 

“Hopefully, this will provide a boost at what 
is a challenging time for traders of this type and 
help protect the collection of very special shopping 
areas we have in the Vale.”

Five burglaries in a night

A VICAR said she is “upset” after 
burglars broke into her church for the 
second time in just over a month. 

St John’s Church in Aberkenfig was just one of a 
few businesses and facilities to experience a break-in 
on Monday night, March 9 - criminals forced their 
way into the Anglican church through the fire door. 

Rev Suzanne Brumwell, the vicar or the Parish 
of Llansantffraid, Bettws and Aberkenfig said: “The 
fire door was open, it’s where they got in last time as 
well. It’s the second time in five weeks. They didn’t 
take anything, so they were looking for cash, which 
we think is what happened the first time.” 

Rev Brumwell, pictured right, said the culprits 
had broken into a storage cupboard in the back 
kitchen, which is used for items such as the printer 
and a home communion set. 

The raiders then forced their way into the hallway 
between the kitchen, the church and the vestry, 
damaging a bolted door in the process. 

Rev Brumwell said: “The door is always bolted 
from inside the church and they’d managed to get 
through somehow, that was damaged as well. 

“They drilled into the door to the vestry but they 
didn’t get through. The only problem now is that we 
can’t get in there either.” 

The burglars had also entered the main church 
in an attempt to gain access to the vestry through 
another side door, but they once again failed. 

The first incident on Monday, February 3 was 
similar in that nothing was taken and they had 
gained access through the back of the church. 

The criminals also broke-into other businesses in 
the village, including the Second Chance Charity 
Shop where they stole a charity box which was 
raising change for debt coaches. 

Rev Brumwell said: “I’m upset we’ve targeted 
twice now. I’m more upset this time because they’ve 
targeted the charity shop and other businesses as 
well. 

“It’s sad that we live in a society where there 
are people who are clearly desperate for money for 
whatever reason, which leads to this happening. 

“It causes such heart ache, and causes nuisance 
and trouble for other people as well. 

“The Second Chance Charity Shop is associated 
with all the churches in the area and it helps to raise 



money for Christians Against Poverty. 

“That shop helps to raise money for debt coaches 
in this area, not just Aberkenfig but the surrounding 
area well, so to target somewhere which is trying to 
alleviate poverty is sickening.” 

Rev Brumwell added: “We’ve rectified our secu¬ 
rity problems but now we’re looking to further 
improve the security here, including the introduction 
of CCTV cameras.” 

Parish administrator Christine Ellis was the per¬ 
son who discovered the break-in on Tuesday at 
around 10.45am when she went to collect a parish 
report for a meeting that evening 

A spokeswoman from South Wales Police con¬ 
firmed they are investigating the burglaries. 

She said: “Police in Aberkenfig are investigating 
a number of burglaries and attempted break-ins at 
premises in the village. 

“Four businesses and a church have reported 
incidents at their in the last few days, with thieves 
having gained entry to all but one of the premises. 

“As well as causing damage to the properties, 
items including cash and a power tool have been 
stolen. 

“Enquiries are ongoing to identify suspects and 
officers are appealing to anyone who has any 
information which could assist the investigation to 
come forward. 

“Increased and targeted patrols are ongoing in the 
area, and officers have also been visiting commercial 
premises to offer crime prevention advice and tips. 

“Anyone with information - or anyone who 
witnesses anything suspicious in the area - is asked 
to contact 101, quoting occurrence 2000086746.”

Girls’ school’s rich history 


THE campaign group opposing plans to 
demolish the old girls have supplied the fol¬ 
lowing article on the history of the building. 

Details of how to contact the group can be found 
at the conclusion. 

MARCH is Womeu’s History Mouth - a 
suitable time to reflect ou the coutributiou 
that the towu of Cowbridge has made to 
womeu’s history, particularly iu light of 
the curreut plaus to demolish the former 
lutermediate School for Girls. 

The passing of the Welsh intermediate Education 
Act of 1889 marked a turning point in the provision of 
equality in women’s edueation. 

Until that point secondary education was only 
available to girls who could afford to be educated pri¬ 
vately. The Act was a specifically Welsh experiment 
which, for the first time, made state funded seeondary 
education available to all ehildren irrespeetive of their 
social or economic status. 

As a result, around 95 sehools were constmcted 
throughout the eountry, forming the county school 
system. 

In 1896, the old girls’ school in Cowbridge had 
the aecolade of being the very first of these schools 
to be built specifieally for that purpose. This gains 
even higher signifieance when considering that the 
provision of similar schools in England did not occur 
until similar legislation was passed in 1902. 

Cowbridge’s school was the first to built for this 
purpose throughout Wales and England. 

Cowbridge Intermediate School for Girls also stood 
out as unusual as it included a hostel, funded by loeal 
benefactor John Bevan, to ensure that girls from 
outlying areas eould study at the school. 

The old girls’ school in Cowbridge stands as 
testimony to the remarkably early provision of free 
school education in Wales and is a pioneer in being the 
first girls’ Intermediate School to be eompleted within 
the eountry. It is a building that we should be proud to 
have standing within the town of Cowbridge and it is 
a national tragedy that its future is at risk.

AT present, there is no getting 
away from the threat that is 
posed by the Coronavirus. 

This is, understandably, causing 
a great deal of concern for people, 
not only here in the Vale, but 
across the world. 1 recently spoke 
to a constituent who travelled back 
from an affected area of Italy and 
was concerned about the processes 

- which I have raised with the 
relevant authorities. It is a situation 
which is developing very quickly 
and we need to stay up to date with 
the latest advice from officials. 

However, I would like to call 
for calm amidst the storm. While 
it is important to take precautions 

- including washing your hands 
regularly with soap and hot water 

- it is also crucial to remain calm. 
A line that I heard from a doctor 
discussing the topic was ‘everyone 
should be invested, no one should 
panic’; and I felt this summed up 
quite well the need for everyone to 
change behaviour to protect them¬ 
selves and others but, at the same 
time, not to panic. 

I can reassure everyone that the 
NHS is well prepared to deal with 
incidents like this. The Government 
has a clear path to contain and 
delay the spread of the virus, as the 


Prime Minister, the Chief Medical 
Officer and the Government’s 
Chief Scientific Advisor set out 
this week. On current advice, we 
remain in the ‘containment’ phase 
and the Government is preparing 
to advise anyone who shows even 
minor signs of respiratory tract 
infections or a fever to self-isolate 
in an effort to tackle the outbreak. 

Anyone with concerns or ques¬ 
tions should call NHS Direct and 
should not visit their local surgery 
if they feel that they have become 
infected. Regulations have been 
put in place to reduce the risk of 
further human-to-human transmis¬ 
sion in this country, by keeping 
individuals in isolation where 
public health professionals believe 
there is a reasonable risk an indi¬ 
vidual may have the virus. 

I am pleased that the UK is 
one of the first countries to have 
developed a world-leading test for 
the new coronavirus and the NHS 
is ready to respond appropriately 
to any cases that emerge. The 
Government has also made money 
available for the development of 
a vaccine to combat coronavirus. 
I sincerely hope that we can see 
the end of this outbreak as soon as 
possible.

Council to hand out £70,000 
to sports and activity groups 


VALE of Glamorgan Council has allo¬ 
cated more than £70,000 in community 
chest grants to sport and physical activ¬ 
ity projects across the county. 

More than 8,000 participants are expected 
to benefit from the funding, which will help 55 
different schemes. 

Organisations were invited to apply for the 
money to contribute to the cost of coach and 
volunteer education, purchase of equipment, 
marketing, initial facility hire and coaching for 
new activities. 

As a result, 275 people will receive coaching, 
first aid and safeguarding training. 

Nine of the projects will help develop oppor¬ 
tunities specifically for women and girls and 
include the Dinas Powys Athletic Football Club 
and the Wenvoe Wheelers. 

Non-sport specific organisations were also 
successful in their applications, including The 
Intersensory Club and The Parkinson Welsh 
Football group. The funding awarded will help 
provide access to physical activities for adults 


with disabilities. 

Cabinet Member for Leisure, Arts and Culture, 
Cllr Kathryn McCaffer said: “The money awarded 
will go toward supporting those delivering these 
services, and benefitting their communities. We 
all know that regular exercise is essential for our 
health and wellbeing, and so, we have a duty to 
make physical and sporting activities accessible 
for all. 

“Fm pleased to see that much of the funding 
will go toward facilitating opportunities for those 
who face barriers when it comes to keeping fit, 
such as age, disability or gender.”

Authority adopts

A TOWN council in the Vale of Glamorgan 
has become one of the first in Wales to 
officially champion a ‘Be Kind’ ethos.

Town clerk Ceri John said councillors agreed “unan¬ 
imously” after a discussion at the meeting on February 
18 about a the “negative and sometimes tragic effects” 
that bullying and harassment can have on people’s 
lives. 

She said: “I am delighted to report that the Town 
Council has taken the initiative to become one of the 
first town councils in Wales to champion the Be Kind 
ethos. 

“As town councillors who have signed up to the code 
of conduct and adopted a social media policy stating 
such behaviour is unacceptable, and as representatives 
of the people living in the community, this is a positive 
way of trying to lead by example.” 


Council to 
increase bulky 
goods charge 

VALE Council is set to increase collection 
charges for bulky items from households, 
raising the figure from £20 for three 
items, up from the current £15. 

Councillors on the Corporate Performance and 
Resources Committee were told that this still failed 
to cover even half of the cost of the collection of 
items. Officers told councillors that the overall cost 
to the council was between £40 and £45 for items to 
be collected. 

Plaid Cymru councillor Ian Johnson said that he 
had recently reported a number of sofas and settees 
that had been dumped around Barry town centre, and 
questioned whether there was an increasing number 
of people fly-tipping to avoid charges. 

Vale Council officers said that they would soon be 
publishing a report on fly-tipping across the county. 

Cllr Johnson said: “It’s always very disappointing 
to see items dumped on street comers or in back 
lanes when there is a Vale Council service available, 
or they can be taken over to the tip. 

“In recent weeks, I’ve seen a number of settees 
and sofas abandoned on the street in the centre of 
town, and have reported this to the council to get 
them cleared. 

“I hope that increasing the charges won’t make 
this worse. The upcoming report on fly-tipping will 
hopefully show us how much of a problem this 
has become, how quickly the council can respond 
to fly-tipping reports and how many successful 
prosecutions are made.”

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Passengers stranded as Flybe collapses

PASSENGERS were left 
stranded as Europe’s larg¬ 
est regional airline Flybe 
collapsed into administra¬ 
tion last week. 

Flights set to take off from 
Cardiff Airport in Rhoose were 
immediately grounded after the 
Exeter-based company went under 
just after Sam on March 5. 

A steep fall in bookings because 
of the coronavirus outbreak has 
been partially blamed for the 
company’s demise - along with 
ongoing money troubles. 

Rhydian Bowen Phillips, a pre¬ 
senter and singer from Barry, said 
he was set to fly from Cardiff to 
Paris for a trip to Disneyland with 
his wife and young daughter. 

“We were made aware not to 
go to the airport via Flybe social 
accounts,” he told PA, claiming 


that he had “nothing at all” in 
terms of direct contact from the 
airline. 

He revealed that the trip was 
the family’s first since having a 
baby and it had been booked to 
celebrate his wife’s birthday. 

Bosses at Cardiff Airport have 
been working to find other opera¬ 
tors to fill the gap left by Flybe’s 
departure. 

Scottish airline Loganair has 
stepped in to help by launching 
a daily flight from Cardiff to 
Edinburgh starting on March 23 
with ambitions to increase the 
number of flights to 10 a week by 
September. 

Thousands of people have 
been left without jobs since Flybe 
ceased operating, but Loganair 
have launched a special recruit¬ 
ment line for redundant workers 
who want to continue their avia¬ 
tion career with Loganair. 

Former Flybe employees

Loganair Chief Executive 
Jonathan Hinkles said: “The col¬ 
lapse of a long-standing airline 
like Flybe marks a desperately sad 
day, especially for the airline’s 
dedicated team of employees and 
for customers facing disruption to 
their journeys. 

“By stepping in quickly with 
a comprehensive plan, Loganair 
is aiming to maintain essential 
air connectivity within the UK 
regions to keep customers flying, 
and to offer new employment to 
former Flybe staff members who 
are facing an uncertain future 
today.” 

Flybe escaped collapse earlier 
this year after last-ditch talks with 
the government secured a finan¬ 
cial rescue package. 

But since then, the company’s 




future looked uncertain 
because of a disagree¬ 
ment over a £100m tax¬ 
payer loan - and a drop 
in bookings because of 
coronavirus has been 
blamed for delivering the 
final blow. 

Rhoose council¬ 
lor and South Wales 
Central AM, Andrew 
RT Davies, said: “This 
news is a huge blow for 
staff at Flybe and Cardiff 
Airport, and the Labour 
Welsh Government must 
pull out all the stops to 
support staff who woke 
up without a job. 

“Flybe currently 
accounts for a large num¬ 
ber of flights operating 
out of Rhoose and has 
received significant tax¬ 
payer support over recent 
years from the Labour 
Welsh Government, 
which will now have 
nothing to show for it.” 

He added: “This once 
again raises serious ques¬ 
tions over the Labour 
Welsh Government’s 
decision-making and 
investment strategy, and 
regrettably the long-term 
future of Cardiff Airport. 

“The economy minis¬ 
ter must now make an 
urgent statement and out¬ 
line his plans to reverse 
the declining fortunes of 
the airport.” 

Deb Bowen Rees, 
CEO of Cardiff 


Airport, said: “We are 
deeply saddened by the 
announcement that Flybe 
has ceased operations, 
impacting its operations 
across the UK. 

“Our thoughts are 
with our many friends 
and colleagues at Flybe 
as well as our customers 
who have had their travel 
plans disrupted. 

“As one of the UK’s 
largest regional airlines, 
Flybe is a well-known 
brand across south 
Wales and has made a 
hugely positive impact 


on Cardiff Airport and 
confidence in the airport 
over recent years.” 

She added: “We are 
actively talking to a num¬ 
ber of airlines about the 
opportunity that exists in 
flying to and from south 
Wales. 

“Given the Flybe 
news, we will focus on 
filling the core domestic 
routes which Flybe serve 
for the region.” 

Russell George AM, 
Shadow Minister for 
Transport, described 
the airline’s collapse as 


“devastating news” for 
staff and customers. 

He said: “I urge the 
Welsh Government 
to work fast to secure 
options to replace the 
routes with other opera¬ 
tors and secure jobs for 
staff as well as support¬ 
ing Cardiff Airport. 

“As the flagship enter¬ 
prise - a state-owned 
entity - of this Welsh 
Labour Government, 
the same government’s 
reaction and policy now 
is more vital than ever.”

More poKce officers to be armed with Tasers 


HUNDREDS of Tasers will be 
given to police officers across 
south Wales after a major cash 
handout from central govern¬ 
ment, it has been revealed. 

More than £273,000 has been given to 
South Wales Poliee by the Home Offiee 
so the force can buy an extra 331 Tasers. 

Chief Constable Matt Jukes said: 
“Equipping officers to be able to protect 
themselves, their colleagues and, impor¬ 
tantly, the public, is a priority. 

This increase is not in response to a 
specific threat, but the nature of policing 


means officers frequently put themselves 
in harm’s way. 

“Additional availability of Taser 
is one part of our strategy to address 
the safety of officers and the public. 
Ensuring officers have appropriate pro¬ 
tection is recognition of their vital role 
in standing between the public and harm, 
and their daily commitment to doing 
exactly that.” 

Police and Crime Commissioner 
Alun Michael, who has reviewed and 
endorsed the planned increase in the 
number of Taser-trained officers in 
South Wales, said: “As part of my role 


in holding the force to account, I have 
looked specifically and in depth at the 
way in which officers in South Wales 
use Tasers. 

“We can be confident in South Wales 
that the use of Taser by our officers is 
proportionate and frequently prevents 
harm both to police officers and to the 
individual being restrained as well as to 
members of the public. 

“In many cases, the presence of 
a Taser alone is enough to calm an 
offender or an individual who is in crisis, 
and in the vast majority of incidents the 
Taser is not discharged. 


“Despite that evidence of benefit, the 
deployment of Taser is very carefully 
controlled, and enormous care is taken 
when training officers who will carry 
Taser to ensure that they fully under¬ 
stand their responsibilities. 

“I take very seriously my role, which 
is to ensure that the use of Taser is care¬ 
fully and responsibly overseen and that 
Tasers are only used to prevent harm to 
victims, the wider public, police officers 
and offenders themselves. That approach 
is fully understood and supported by the 
Chief Constable and his team.”

Major budget boost 
for Wales 


IN yesterday’s Budget announcement, 
Wales received a significant cash boost 
for spending to support key public ser¬ 
vices like health and education and to 
keep our economy growing.

SOUTH Wales Police has launched a 
social media campaign to remind drivers 
of the danger of holding a mobile phone 
while driving, and to encourage them to 
report drivers who are using their phone 
at the wheel. 

All four police forces across Wales will be 
focussing on some of the main reasons people use 
their phones while driving; texting, calling, using a 
sat nav, using social media, and listening to music. 
They will also be carrying out targeted operational 
activity providing an increased police presence in 
each force from March 16-29. 

The aim of the campaign is to remind the public 
of the laws around holding a phone while driving 
and to encourage them to report dangerous drivers. 


A FARMING family has shared con¬ 
cerns about the future of farming with 
MP Alun Cairns in light of the ongoing 
uncertainty on trade deals, food imports 
and the lack of frameworks in the UK. 

Gaynor and Rhodri Davies moved from west 
Wales in 1995 to Rosedew Farm, Llantwit Major, 
and have set up a number of businesses to diversify 
and complement the farm. With their three chil¬ 
dren, they run a number of businesses on the farm. 

There is a 295 strong herd consisting of many 
breeds including Aberdeen Angus, Hereford Cross, 
Saler and British Blue. The home bred beef is 
slaughtered at the local slaughterhouse Maddock 
and brought back to the farm to supply another 
business. The Farmers Pantry Butchers, with shops 
in Flantwit Major and Pugh’s Garden Village in 
Radyr. 

With his son Dafi-Sion, Rhodri grows a variety 
of crops on the farm including sugar beet, wheat, 
barley, maize, potatoes as well as hay/silage. 
Rhodri and Gaynor also own and manage Acorn 
Campsite and hire many local people to work here. 

Talking to the MP about the Agriculture Bill and 
food imports, Rhodri said: “We are very concerned 
that the Bill does nothing to ensure food imported 
to the UK meets UK standards - despite ministerial 
assurances that imported food would meet our 
standards. 

“We work very hard and to very strict rules and 
regulations. Some of the food that could land on 
our supermarket shelves will have been produced 
to standards that are illegal here. 

“It makes these food items far cheaper but it 
doesn’t protect our consumers and it also doesn’t 
protect us as food producers, who are committed to 
keeping up standards. Our way of producing food 
in a safe and sustainable way must be protected.” 

Adding to their concerns of cheap food imports, 
is the lack of frameworks which would ensure a 
level playing field across the UK. 

Gaynor said: “We need frameworks to keep the 
UK’s ‘home market’ working properly and fairly. 
We will already have to compete with farmers 
in Europe, so it is essential that this Government 
prevents unfair competition between producers in 
different parts of the UK.” 

FUW Glamorgan County Chairman Richard 
Walkers added: “The Direct Payments to Farmers 
(Fegislative Continuity) Order illustrates our fears: 
It removes the EU Pillar 1 financial ceilings mainly 
to allow Scotland to pay more money to farmers 
following Ford Bew’s review of payments. 

“If an additional windfall promised by the UK 
Government in August 2019 is paid through the 


Even when stopped at traffic lights or queuing in 
traffic, it is still breaking the law to use a hand-held 
mobile phone at the wheel. 

Assistant Chief Constable Andy Valentine said: 
“Increasing numbers of drivers are choosing to use 
their phone while driving to call, text or even check 
social media. 

“It’s illegal to hold a mobile phone while driving. 
The message is very clear - it’s not worth it.” 

If you suspect someone is driving while using 
their hand-held mobile phone, report it on 101, 999 
in an emergency, or Crimestoppers anonymously 
on 0800 555 111. If you have video or photographic 
evidence which has been obtained lawfully and 
safely, you can submit it directly to the police via 
the Go Safe website bit.ly/walesmobilephone. 


BPS in 2020, the difference between average 
Scottish and Welsh farm payments will be around 
£16,200. Paying such an additional sum was not 
possible under the EU framework as it would have 
exceeded the Pillar 1 financial ceiling.” 

“We all know that 35% or more of Welsh lamb 
goes to Europe and that trade there is important, 
but 60% and more goes to England - therefore, 
we can’t have anything that breaks the UK Home 
market as a policy in devolved arrangements.” 

Since 2016, following an internal consultation, 
the FUW has argued for frameworks to be agreed 
between UK Governments in order to prevent 
inappropriate differences between policies and 
funding in different parts of the UK. 

“As an organisation established more than 60 
years ago to advance and protect the interests of 
Welsh farmers, the FUW remains fully committed 
to devolution and the advantages it has brought to 
Wales and other nations over the past two decades. 

“But such changes do not negate the need for all 
our nations to work together to develop approaches 
which are mutually beneficial and protect not only 
our farmers and internal markets, but also our 
status and reputation across Europe and the world,” 
said Richard. 

With beef production playing such an important 
role in the family business, the family are also con¬ 
cerned about the increase in bovine TB in Wales. 

Rhodri said: “Bovine TB is something that 
worries us greatly. On top of everything else that 
is going on, we feel that not enough is being done 
to eradicate this disease here in Wales. Aside from 
the stress on us and the cattle with testing and more 
testing, there is also an economic risk attached to 
the current bovine TB status. 

“We talk about trade deals with this country and 
that country but will they actually want to trade 
with us, given that they may very well view us as 
the dirty neighbour?” 

The FUW has long argued that current levels of 
TB are a serious economic risk to successful trade 
negotiations and has urged the UK Government 
to undertake a formal risk assessment of the 
implications of current levels of Bovine TB across 
the whole of the United Kingdom, irrespective of 
devolved animal health responsibilities. 

Speaking to Alun Cairns, FUW Senior Policy 
Officer Dr Hazel Wright said: “We strongly urge 
the UK Government to work with the devolved 
administrations to develop an eradication pro¬ 
gramme that provides assurances to other countries 
that TB vectors in both cattle and wildlife are being 
tackled in such a way that the UK will be TB free 
within an acceptable time period.”

Penarth ramblers walk 
from Holy Mountain to 
Wales’ oldest pub 

DESPITE a forecast for strong winds and 
snow showers on high ground, a group of 
keen walkers were lured out on St David’s 
Day to join William from Penarth and 
District Ramblers for a 12-mile hike, tak¬ 
ing in Ysgyryd Fawr and Bryn Arw in the 
easternmost part of the Brecon Beacons 
National Park. 

Leaving the National Trust car park on the south 
side of Ysgyryd Fawr, which is also known as the 
Holy Mountain and has a shattered north-western 
side due to a landslide from the last Ice Age, they 
meandered uphill through Caer Wood, then out onto 
the open hillside for the climb to the ridgeway.

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RSPCA welcomes dog breeding 


RECOMMENDATIONS 
to the Welsh Government 
by the Wales Animal 
Health and Welfare 
Framework Group on 
Wales’ dog breeding laws 
have been made recently. 

Claire Lawson of RSPCA 
said: “While the introduction of 
new dog breeding laws in 2014 
marked a big step forward for 
canine welfare, RSPCA Cymru 
has long highlighted the need 
for future improvements to pro¬ 
tect stud dogs, breeding bitches 
and puppies across the country 
which is why this urgent review 


review 

was so important. RSPCA Cymru 
was pleased to contribute to this 
review, via our role on the Animal 
Welfare Network for Wales. The 
current staff-to-dog ratio has 
always been too high for staff 
to meet the needs of the number 
of dogs this regulation allows 
them to keep. Puppies need care, 
attention and socialisation, so 
a new ratio would be a step 
forward. We know councils need 
proper resourcing to enforce dog 
breeding laws. Any enhancement 
of dog breeding law must be 
done with improvements to com¬ 
plementary legislation including 
dog traceability, compulsory 


microchipping compliance, a ban 
on third-party sales of puppies 
and consideration of a new cat 
breeding law too. Only then can 
we have a system that is truly fit 
for purpose and protects animals 
from bad breeding practices. The 
Welsh Government have shown 
a strong response to this report 
and we look forward to ensuring 
local authorities are equipped to 
tackle illegal poor dog breeding, 
the welfare consequences of such 
practices; and that regulations are 
enhanced to ensure Wales loses 
its sad label as a bastion for the 
murky world of illegal, or dam¬ 
aging, puppy breeding practices.” 


Just a minute: spare 60 
seconds to help save lives 


A MERE minute could be 
all it takes to gain vital 
knowledge that will help 
Counter Terrorism Police 
keep everyone safe. 

From March 6, a short film is 
being shown in cinemas across 
the country highlighting possible 
signs of terrorist activity and 
explaining what the public can 
do to help officers. The 60-second 
advert, which has already won a 
number of industry awards, will 
be shown in cinemas before many 
of the upcoming top-rated movies 


and is also available online. 

Called ‘Look Again’, the pow¬ 
erful production shows what sort 
of behaviour could indicate some¬ 
one is planning a terrorist attack. 
It explains how members of the 
public can ACT to report their 
concerns online at gov.uk/ACT. 
Crucially, it stresses not to worry 
you might be wasting police time. 

Detective Superintendent Noel 
Harris from the Wales Extremism 
and Counter Terrorism Unit 
(WECTU) said: “One of the key 
messages of the film is that life 
has no rewind button. If you 


report concerns and they turn out 
to be nothing that’s completely 
fine - but you can’t turn the clock 
back. It’s much better to contact 
us and let our specially-trained 
officers make an assessment. As 
the film says, reporting won’t ruin 
lives, but it could save them.” 

Look Again is in selected cin¬ 
emas in Cardiff from March 6 to 
April 26 and online. 

Anyone with concerns about 
possible terrorist activity can con¬ 
tact police in confidence at gov. 
uk/ACT. In an emergency, always 
call 999.

reports of more flooding in Flantwit Major and Flanmaes 
emerging. 

Mr Davies said: “Our emergency services have done an incred¬ 
ible job during the recent floods, putting themselves in danger to 
protect us. But in the Vale, we have been let down by a Fabour- 
Vale Independent Council that has not got on top of the problem. 
When Court Road ran out of sandbags, this was unforgivable. We 
all knew the storm was coming, so the council should have made 
sure they were stocked up. 

“It’s quite clear improved defences are required, with the 
Sportsman’s Rest in Peterston flooding several times in a matter 
of months. More must be done to protect people who have had to 
suffer the devastation that flooding causes, time after time.”

Celtic had an early penalty opportunity which 
sailed just wide of the upright. A similar Athletic 
attempt by outside half Robin Davies suffered the 
same fate. 

A moment later a second-long range effort by 
Davies bounced quickly off the crossbar, where Ben 
Howe following up just failed to gather cleanly right 
under the posts. 

A third Athletic penalty was kicked for a five-me¬ 
tre driving maul line out. The initial surge was 
held up but a series of thrusts from locks Ben 
Cording and Jonathan Stoker finally saw flanker 
Sean Williams force his way over close to the posts. 
Davies converted. 

The rest of the half was mainly uneventful. Celtic 
were committing more players and effort at rucks 
and were rewarded with a raft of penalties against 
a lack-lustre Athletic, who had not played a full 80 


minutes in nearly seven weeks. 

The half time break seemed to rejuvenate the 
Athletic as they went straight on the offensive. 
The front row of Wayne Looks, Lee Murphy and 
Matthew Greenman were exerting pressure on their 
Celtic counterparts. 

Celtic were caught offside during an Athletic 
back move and Davies increased the lead to 10-0. 
The Athletic were now playing with confidence 
and when scrum half Aled Thomas fed flanker Ben 
Howe, he sold a dummy and raced 25 metres to cross 
under the posts. Davies converted. 

From the restart, the Athletic centres Owain 
Leyshon and Tom Jenkins fed full back Geraint 
Roberts to put wing Sam Richards clear to sprint 30 
metres and cross in the comer to give the Athletic a 
22-0 lead in the 52nd minute. 

Celtic came back into the game but it wasn’t until 
the 68th minute that the game came back to life, 
with four tries in the final 12 minutes. Celtic, with 
two quick tries from forward drives, reduced the 
deficit to 22-12. 

This stirred the Athletic and No 8 Ben Davies 
finished a handling move to cross. Then with the 
final play, a training ground move involving No 8 
Ben Davies and flanker Ben Howe saw Howe cross 
for his second try. Davies converted both tries for a 
match haul of 11 points. 

There is now a three-way tie between Ben Howe, 
Lee Murphy and Sam Richards as leading Ath try 
scorer for the season with six tries apiece. It was 
good to see wing Tom James play 60 minutes 
returning from a three-month hamstring injury. 

It is hoped prop Matthew Norman will also be 
back for the next league game on March 28 at home 
to Waunarlwydd.

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Tony Yates takes the Honda HR-V 
1.5 i-VTEC on the road 



THE HR-V offers an unmatched com¬ 
bination of attributes, which includes 
dynamic styling that is combined per¬ 
fectly with class-leading interior space 
and versatility, including the renowned 
Honda Magic Seat System. 

This compact SUV is also capable of returning an 
impressive MPG and even more dynamic emission 
figures, meaning you will end up being very sur¬ 
prised just how far a single tank will take you. 

If it’s a family vehicle you are after, then don’t 
just take my word for it, my children also loved it. 
They said it was quite cool being in the baek and 
to my relief, they were far enough apart from each 
other to make the family drive out even more of a 
pleasure. 

The HR-V has the lines of a coupe and the robust¬ 
ness of an SUV. 

Power and Efficiency: The 1.5 litre i-VTEC 
(130PS) has 155Nm of torque and is a fantastic little 
engine that is so far this year one of the better ones I 
have tested. I am also happy to report that the engine 
feels very refined and has bags of torque available 
when you need it most; which makes motorway 
driving easy, quiet and unfussy. The HR-V will 
also return a combined 52.3MPG if driven with a 
steady right foot - and the emissions came in at a 
very respectable 125 g/km. Top speed will also stop 
at around 116mph and 0-62 will come in at around 
11.4 seconds. 

My test car was fitted with an array of fuel-saving 
features whieh helps you get more miles for your 
money. Even when worked hard, the 1.5 Litre VTEC 
does its best to please you in many different ways. 
It’s not blistering fast, and it won’t make you feel 
like you can take anything on at the lights, but it is 
very refined, and I’m happy to give this engine four 
stars thanks to its willingness to do its very best. 

On the road: The HR-V does not feel heavy or 
cumbersome at all and you can sense that Honda 
has put a lot of effort into setting up the suspension 
and chassis. The HR-V will also keep you and 
your passengers firmly in their seats, thanks to a 
suspension setup that won’t have you bouncing all 
over the place like a rubber ball. I also liked how it 


cornered, and how it just glided across all the lumps 
and bumps in the road ahead, even when the road is 
full of potholes (like my road). Also, it’s an SUV, 
so it’s meant to deal with things like floodwater and 
torrential rain with relative ease, along with the odd 
muddy field or short uneven track. 

Interior and Technology: The interior is of a 
good standard and its controls are well set out and 
all the dials are clear to read. The space inside is also 
better than most - and if needed, you could easily fit 
in a large family. Plus everything inside the HR-V 
feels very well put together. Passenger legroom is 
fine, as is the boot space - (470 litres) seats up and 
seats folded flat capacity of (1533 litres). 

On the inside: Standard equipment from SE trim 
upwards ineludes features sueh as; eurtain airbags 
front and rear, ABS, Brake Assist, City-Brake active 
system, emergency stop signal, hill start assist. 


traction control,vehicle stability assist with agile 
handling assist, ISOfix points, forward collision 
warning, intelligent speed limiter, lane departure 
warning, highbeam support and traffie sign reeog- 
nition system. This is just a small amount of what 
you can find. My test vehicle was also fitted out in 
EX trim, so this included heated front and rear seats, 
smart key entry and start, leather interior, rear pri- 
vaey glass, LED headlights, rear view camera, and a 
fantastic Honda Connect Infotainment System with 
Garmin 7” touchscreen navigation. 

In summary: A great buy; if you are searching 
for one of the best looking compact SUVs currently 
on the market with the addition of some top specifi¬ 
cation and enough space to keep any family happy, 
then the HR-V could be the perfeet fit.

Chancellor Rishi 
Sunak said: “S4C has 
become an integral part 
of the fabrie of Welsh 
culture. We are deter¬ 
mined to support the 
channel so it can con¬ 
tinue to broadcast a vari¬ 
ety of programmes for 
hundreds of thousands 
of Welsh speakers that 
watch it every week.” 

The public service 
broadcaster plays a cru¬ 
cial part in the creative 
industries in Wales. The 
Government’s measure 
delivers on a manifesto 
pledge to support the

Blue Plaque marks the birthplace 
of a remarkable Welshman 



IN a long overdue tribute, a Blue 
Plaque to mark the birthplace of lolo 
Morganwg, one of Wales’ most charis¬ 
matic cultural and political heroes, has 
been unveiled. 

Vaughan Roderick, BBC Welsh Affairs Editor, 
unveiled the plaque at Penn-on, Llancarfan, on 
March 11 marking the 273rd anniversary of lolo’s 
birth. lolo Morganwg was the bardic name of the 
18th century stone-mason, poet, historian, political 
activist and founder of the Gorsedd of the Bards. 
He has been long celebrated as a man who powered 
culture and national pride in Wales, which endures 


almost 300 years later. 

A modem bungalow now stands in place of the 
modest cottage where lolo was bom as Edward 
Williams, but the footings of the old building are 
elearly visible beneath, and the landscape around 
his childhood home remains largely unchanged. 
Last year, the Llancarfan Society launched a 
erowdfunding appeal to raise money for a plaque 
to honour this historic site. Chair Gordon Kemp 
said: “The village has a rich history, but oddly lolo 
Morganwg’s roots in Llancarfan have never been 
eommemorated. We were delighted to be able to 
set this right, and were swept away by the warmth 
of public response.” 


lolo was a self-taught polymath; antiquarian, 
agriculturalist, geologist, herbalist, collector of 
manuscripts, recorder of folk songs, story-teller, 
entertainer, campaigner against slavery. Vaughan 
Roderick said: “Every age has its own lolo. It 
is astonishing that it has taken so long to raise a 
memorial to lolo in his own backyard, but we are 
at last eorreeting an omission and honouring a man 
who is alive yet in the imaginations of many.” 

Former Archdmid of the National Eisteddfod, 
Jim Parc Nest, said: “lolo would be full of admi¬ 
ration for the contemporary stmggle to achieve 
self-respect for Wales by becoming a self-govern¬ 
ing nation.”

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Ruthless England deny Justin a 
at sports quiz immortality

AS Welsh fans reflect about how depressed they should 
get after three defeats in a row, spare a thought for 
Justin Tipuric. 

It’s tough luck for a flanker to score two tries and finish on the losing 
side, but he was also close to sports quiz immortality. 

The ‘who handled the ball in the Baa-Baas v All Blacks 1971 game 
for THAT try’ is a staple question, and Tipuric’s first - which seemed 
at the time to be a huge psychological coup for Wales - could have 
become a similar moment. 

It’s true that the Baa-Baas try featured seven players, while the 
Welsh try had only four (five really, as Nick Tompkins handled twice) 
but it had all the iconic elements in it. England were so out-manou- 
vered when they restarted the second half that they barely touched a 
Welsh player, apart from a despairing attempt to catch Tipuric, and it 
also gave the Ospreys flanker a chance to show just how quick he is. 
He may be in his 30s now, but he shows no sign of slowing down. 

Unfortunately, to have quiz-masters asking a similar question in 
40 years time, it needed to be the key moment in a thrilling Welsh 
comeback. 

It won’t be so fondly remembered now, because England ruthlessly 
shut the door and took the game away from Wales - just as they had 
during the first half. 

The final score - England 33, Wales 30, was not a true reflection of 
the game. Wales couldn’t complain that, as in the Ireland game, they 
saw little of the ball. 

They had plenty of possession, but England’s Shaun Edwards-style 
rush defence had Dan Biggar and his three-quarters struggling all 
afternoon - apart from the last five minutes when England were down 
to 13 players. 

In contrast, England gave an object lesson in finishing cleanly and 
clinically, and it was no coincidence that George Ford gave the scoring 
pass for two of England’s three tries. 

Eddie Jones has left him on the bench on a number of occasions - 
usually when he anticipates that the opposition will send their biggest 
ball carriers down his channel. 

With Wales committed to moving the ball wider under Wayne 
Pivac, Jones was happy to put his faith in Ford - and that faith was 
amply rewarded, as the supposedly lightweight outside half was at his 
very best. 

He looked so much slicker than Dan Biggar, who does some things 
supremely well, but can’t do what Ford can do. Was Biggar fully fit? 
Perhaps in the days to come we will find out the significance of that 
strapping, and why he handed over some of the goal kicking duties to 
Leigh Halfpenny. 

It was a game that did not start well for Wales. After several minutes 
of tactical kicking Wales stole the ball at an English line out and 
attacked, but a fumbled pass meant that Maro Itoje was able to seize 
the loose ball and go on a 30-metre charge. 

From a line out in the Welsh 22, No 8 Tom Curry fed Ben Youngs 
and he stopped and fired a pass to the blindside that right wing 
Anthony Watson took at speed. Watson’s trademark is quick footwork, 
and he used it to beat Tomos Williams and stretched out to touch the 
ball down with Liam Williams clinging to his leg. Farrell’s conversion 
made it 7-0. 

Wales made a promising riposte when, after Elliot Daly knocked on, 
they ran the ball in the English 22. Nick Tompkins beat his man and 
the ball was slipped to George North and, for a moment, it looked as 
if the Welsh forwards were driving him over the line. 

However, referee Ben O’Keefe spotted a knock on, although a 


prolonged bust up involving six or seven players from each side meant 
we had to wait to find this out. 

As a result of the communal grappling, he awarded Wales a penalty 
and Leigh Hallpenny kicked it. It was about this time that England 
wing Jonny May went off for an HIA and five minutes later it was 
announced that he would not be returning. 

As Eddie Jones had packed his bench with forwards (a 6-2 split) 
Welsh fans must have wondered if Eddie had been too clever for his 
own good. 

England had much of the possession over the next 10 minutes, and 
Manu Tuilagi was launched at Hadleigh Parkes twice. The Welsh No 
12 did well to stop him, but Wales were penalised at a ruck and Farrell 
extended the lead to 10-3. 

Looking at my notes after the game, there were two phrases that 
cropped up quite often. One was ‘exchange of kicks’ and over the 
course of the game, England came out on top in that area, possibly 
because Henry Slade had replaced Jonny May, and he and Daly kicked 
long and into space very well. 

The other please was ‘penalty for high tackle’ and Manu Tuilagi 
was the victim on quite a number. He was to make his own brand of 
reckless challenge, of course, later in the game. 

However, the next score came after a high tackle on Josh Navidi, 
who showed no signs of rustiness on his return to the Welsh team. 
Again, it was Hallpenny who kicked it to make it 10-6. 

Wales had chances over the next 10 minutes but passes went astray, 
perhaps due to the English line speed. Navidi had a chance to set up 
Parkes for one of his trademark close-to-the-line angled runs, but the 
pass was a bit fierce, and soon after a Welsh backs move stuttered 
along the line until Tompkins was isolated and England regained 
possession. 

There was a bit more of the ‘exchange of kicks’ hiatus, although 
Owen Farrell almost put Elliot Daly clear with a pin-point cross-kick. 
Then, Itoje took the ball at a line out, England set up as if for a driving 
maul, but Ben Youngs broke instead. 

There was danger for Wales and Ken Owens was penalised for a 
high tackle, and England used the penalty advantage to go wide, with 
Ford putting Daly in at the comer. It was , in theory, two against two, 
so George North and Leigh Halfpenny will be conducting an inquest 
into what went wrong. 

Farrell did not miss a kick all day, so it was 17-6, and it became 
20-6 after a high tackle by Parkes on Farrell gave the England No 12 
another penalty. 

The clock was moving into the red, but England sensed that Wales 
were in trouble, in particular at the scmm, and went for another score. 

It was the right tactic, but the wrong result (from an English point 
of view) because a messy England backs move ended in Welsh 
possession, and another high tackle penalty gave Wales a penalty 40 
metres out. This time Biggar took it, and Wales went in 20-9 down. 

Was that a psychological slip up by England? Might it sow some 
seeds of doubt? 

It looked that way when England kicked off to start the second half. 
Tompkins caught the ball under no presure, fed Navidi and then took 
the return pass and made good ground, finding Tomos Williams in 
perfect position to take the ball another 25 metres, before giving the 
scoring pass to Tipuric. It didn’t look like a scoring pass at the time, 
as the English cover seemed to be closing on the Welsh flanker, but he 
had the speed to touch down under the posts. 

Biggar converted. A wonderful try and surely the type of psycholog¬ 
ical blow that would trigger those old English frailties? 

Not this time. 

Farrell kicked a penalty to make it 23-16, and that steadied the ship. 

Tomos Williams’ reward for his part in the try was to be replaced by 
Rhys Webb, and over the next 10 minutes both sides sent on a flood of 


substitutes. In the case of Jake Ball, it was due to an injury, and Aaron 
Shingler came on to play in the second row. 

The game went rather shapeless as all the subs arrived, and the 
phrase ‘exchange of kicks’ cropped up again. 

An English attack in the Welsh half foundered when the ball was 
knocked on, but a Welsh put in at the scmm was a poisoned chalice. 
Wales disintegrated under the pressure of England’s revamped pack, 
and it was another penalty, kicked again by Farrell to make it 26-16. 

The game was slipping away and, after a few more ‘exchanges 
of kicks’ Wales were back defending. Slade made ground, and Ben 
Youngs (heading for the man of the match award) made another 
break. Anthony Watson declined the option of passing to the charging 
Tuilagi, and it looked as if England had missed their chance to make 
the game safe. 

However, England retained possession and several phases later, big 
Manu was over, put clear by a slick pass from George Ford and that 
try took the game out of Wales’ reach. Farrell’s inevitable conversion 
made it 33-16, and England were three scores clear. 

There were still 15 minutes to go and a humiliating scoreline 
loomed, but a mixture of English feet off the gas and Welsh pride 
meant that Wales did most of the attacking from this point on. 

It did the possession stats the world of good, but it wasn’t great 
from the Welsh point of view. Too many attacks were dealt with 
eomfortably by England 

There was a good break from Rhys Webb, car¬ 
ried on by Tompkins, Shingler and Ken Owens, and 
that ended with Wales having a line out five metres out. 

From that, Wales launched a series of drives, and soon picked up a 
penalty advantage. Perhaps the moment to release the backs was never 
quite there, but you had the feeling that the forwards had lost a bit of 
faith in them and so we saw a lot of pile ups close to the England line. 

There was the inevitable warning by referee O’Keefe 
to England captain Farrell, followed by the equally inevitable 
yellow eard for Ellis Genge for entering a ruck from the side. 

This prompted more pick and goes from the Welsh forwards 

but, with six minutes left on the clock, they moved it wide. It was 
promising, but no score, as George North was brought to ground 
five metres short of the line, with Daly hanging onto his legs. 

In came Tuilagi at full tilt, and his shoulder came perilously 
close to North’s much impacted head. Opinions on how dangerous 
a challenge it was ranged form Eddie Jones’ ‘nothing wrong with 
it’ to Clive Woodward’s ‘it was reckless and therefore a red card’. 

Referee O’Keefe opted for red and so Wales 

had five minutes to play against 13 men. 

George North was sympathetic and gave Tuilagi a hug, which 
was generous, considering North’s history with concussion. 

The backs looked a little less stuttering against 13, although 
Dan Biggar would have taken some stick for going on his 
own if the referee had taken a different view of the grounding. 

Biggar converted his try to make it 33-23, and Wales fol¬ 
lowed that with a really fluent move from the restart, almost 
the length of the field, going through several phases, and fin¬ 
ishing with a very neat back-of-the-hand pass from Rhys Webb 
to the excellent Tipuric. Biggar’s conversion made it 33-30. 

Man of the match rarely goes to a player on the losing side, but there 
was a case to be made for Tipuric. There was also a case to be made for 
George Ford, but Ben Youngs did come back strong after a couple of 
recent shaky performances, so on balance it was a deserved accolade. 

For Wales, this result has piled pressure on Wayne Pivac, 
and it has made the game against Scotland next week quite a 
big deal. This transition year was always likely to be tricky, 
but he seems to have a team who believe in his method. 

How long will the fans keep the faith? Time will tell.
